Shot after 
shot was fired into the mob from the jail, 
three men being killed and over a score 
wounded, but they were bent on getting 
the negro, and finally made a breach in the 
door, overpowered the officers, and secured 
the prisoner. 


Two Thousand People in Mob. 
There were over 2,000 people about the jail, 
and nearly every shot fired from the building 
told. Many of those wounded were carried 
away and concealed. 
This morning Shaw entered the home of 
Mrs. Lillian Davis while her husband was 
absent and attempted to assault her. Mrs. 
Davis fought the negro, who took out his 
knife and frightfully cut her, also injuring 
her infant. He was captured several hours 
later. a 
There was no apparent indication that the 
crowd, which completely surrounded the 
jail, contemplated making a rush until any 
two hours iater. 
Then a railroad tron was brought into 
play by ahout a dozen men upon the iron gate 
of the jail yard. At the same moment the

Man Whose Mind Is Unbalanced. 
Attacks Doctor in His Office.

Another man whose mind had become un- 
balanced by the heat was reported as missing. 
\ The maximum temperature for the day was 
86, the minimum 75. At 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing the thermometer registered 81%.

Attack on a Physician. 
A. J. Stahl was the map who was crased 
by the heat and made an assauN upon 
a stranger, a physician. Stahi Jives at 560 
West Division street. Shortly after noon 
Dr. W. W. Jungels wae sitting in his con- 
gultatlon room in his residence, 578 North 
California avenue. Unannounced, Stahl en- 
tered and sat down in a chair. When the 
physician turned to greet him he jumped 
from the chair and drew a knife from his 
pocket. Then, before the doctor could 
arise, Stahl seized him and the two rolled 
to the floor The doctor was able to grasp 
the hand which held the knife. Stan! 
seized and bit two of the doctor’s fingers 
until the latter was forced to loosen his 
hold on the weapon. Then Stahl stabbed 


him in the leg. 

Finally Overcomes Crazy Man. 
Dr. Jungels got his arm around the insane 
man's neck and finally overcame him. With 
his knees on his assailant’s chest he called 
to Mrs. Jungels, who telephoned to Dr. R. E. 
Flannery, a neighbor: When the latter ar- 
rived it required the combined efforts of the 
two to hold Stahl until the police, came. 
Stahl was taken to St. Mary's hospital. 

Nearly everything breakable in the office 
had been sinashed. An operating table was 
overturned and several bottles containing 
chemicals were spilled over the floor. After 
bis injuries had been attended to Dr. Jun- 
gels went to the hospital and found that 
Mahl was suffering from the heat and did 
not know what had happened.

If Gov. Hughes finally stands for reélec- 
tion, republican managers here said today, 
Taft will surely carry the state. The New 
York machine is against Hughes, but it dare 
not oppose him openly. His defeat would 
give Taft and Roosevelt à chance to jump in 
and reorganize the whole state and cut out 
all of the men now in control. Platt's term 
as senator expires next March and the sen- 
atorial seat is too great a prise for local 
leaders to take any chance of losing the 
legislature. | 

Almost all of Taft's. friends originally 
wanted Hughes for second place on the ticket 
with him. They were disappointed when the 
New York governor refused to be tail toany- 
body's presidential fight. Now they are 
greatly delighted once more over the pros- 
pect of Hughes’ becoming a candidate for 
governor again because no one underestimates 
his great popular strength. With Hearst out 
of the way, the election of Hughes ought. to 
be a certainty in spite of the organization of 
the independence league in the interests of 
a Massachusetts oll merchant and one of 
Hearst's editorial writers. 

‘According to views expressed by those with 
whom I have talked, the really doubtful 
states in the coming campaign will be Mary - 
land, West Virginia, Indiana, Kentucky, Mis- 
souri, and Nebraska. In West Virginia there 
is a dangerous factional fight. ‘There are two 
republican candidates for governor, and as 
usual both factions claim to be the real thing. 


Too Small to Take Chances. 


West Virginia majorities have not been so 
large that the republicans can afford to take 
any chances, and it is quite likely, therefere; 
that if a factional fight is kept up, the demo- 
crats will carry the state but not necessarily 
Its electoral ticket. Both republican factions 
of course are for Taft. Before the election 
they may agree to submit their case to arbi- 


trition by the national committee. If one 


side is: forced to retire and the sores are not 
too deep, Taft will carry the state. If both 
tickets remain in the field, and there is a sat - 
isfactory arrangement in regard to the com- 
mon electoral candidates, Taft wil) still have 
a good chance. 

It hardly can be said that the republicans 
ba ve much hope at the present time of carry- 
ing Missouri; there was a disagreeable fight 
in the Chicago convention from some St. 
Louis districts and that has left a great deal 
of feeling behind. On the other hand, Bryan 
carried the state twice and the delegates from 
Missouri at. Denver were counted among 
Bryan's most enthusiastic and most blindly 


devoted followers. It is true that Roosevelt 


carried Missouri four years ago, but the mys- 
terious stranger did not remain long on the 


republican side of the fence, and two years 
ago one republican district after another

Nebraska is once more an unknown terri-

‘ONE YACHT. STILL DRIFTING 


Eight of Those in Long Lake 
Cruise Arrive at Mackinac. 


NOMAD FAR FROM THE GOAL. 


Owner Atkin Sends Word by Tug He 
Is Sixty Miles from Inland, 


BT JOHN G. DE LONG. 

Mackinac Island, Mich., July 20.—I[ Special.] 
—The unprecedented period of calm that 
spoiled the race of the Chicago Yacht club 
to this port continued today and held three 
of the contestants within sight of the har- 
bor until late tonight. Just before 3 o’clock 
this afternoon Alice drifted across the fin- 
ishing line and joined Valmore. Hawthorne, 
Vencedor, and Illinois in the readstead under 
the walls of Old Fort Mackinac. 

The steel yaw! Arcadia finished tonight at 
8 o'clock, after having drifted over the long 
course for an even 100 hours. At a late hour the 
sideiights cf Naiad and Nahma were seen a few 
hundred yards Gown the channel and they ap- 
proached the line so slowly that the progress was 
hardly perceptible. Both boats were within sight 
during the greater part cf the day. Nahma fin- 
ished at 0:35 and Nalad at l0o’clock. Natad‘’s lib- 
era: time allowances gives it the prize in the 
yawl class. 

A feature of the tlresome cruise was the race 
between Arcadia and Nahma, which seesawed all 
the distance from Chicago. In the lighter air 
Nahma would lead, but when it breesed up Arcadia 
had the advantage. Arcadia had the race in hand 
when it. passed between the Foxes and put the 
Detroit yaw! well astern. As an illustration Of the 
effect of the doldrums through which the yachts 
passed, Arcadia rounded Waugochance light at 
the entrance to the straits at 7 o'clock this morn- 
ing.

miles out and making slow progress. As the race 
stands schooner Valmore wins the Mackinac cup 
and also the prize in its clats, while Lilinois takes 
first prize for the sloops and Naiad first honors 
in the yaw! division. 

The yachts will begin leaving here tomorrow 
for extended cruises. Valmore, Vencedor, and 
Hawthorne will go south, stopping first at Har- 
bor Springs. Swastika, motor yacht, left today for 
Charlevoix.

Commodore George R. Peare, who sailed with 
William Hale Thompson on Valmore in the Macki- 
nas race, returned to Chicago yesterday morning 
on the Manitou.

Lord Cromer spoke of war, but 
specified no antagonist, though everybody 
took it for granted that he had Germany 
in mind, The chancellor of the ex- 
chequer asserted that the possibility of 
war was remote and discussed frankly 
the present attitude of Germany and Eng- 
land. He described them as walking about 
with chips on their shoulders and spend- 
ing $300,000,000 a year apiece on arma- 
ments. He deplored the lack of a good 
understanding, but said that he saw no 
cause for alarm in the situation. 

In admitting that the relations between 
Great Britain and Germany are marked 
by mutual distrust Mr. Lloyd-George 
does no more than state a palpable fact. 
But he sees—wor says he sees—no danger 
of a resort to arms where Lord Cromer 
does see such a danger. The question is 
which one is better able to read the 


tuture. It is the general hope of Ameri- 


cans that Lord Cromer is a false prophet. 
A war between the two great nations, 
with its interference with commerce and 
industry and its wasteful consumption of 
capital, would have its evil consequences 
for the United States. 

Lord Oromer is the older man of the 
two by over twenty years, and for that 
reason may take the more gloomy view 
of the situation. The perplexities and 
perils of the long administration of Egyp- 
tian affairs may have put his nerves on 
edge and induced bim to suspect where 
suépicion is not warranted. It may be 
that, Uke many other public men, he 
made exaggerated statements in the hope 
of defeating a meagure he was opposed to 
on principle. 

Mr. Lioyd-George is a member of the 
administration. It has been talking peace 
and it is his duty to talk peace. It has 
been stated on behalf of the government 
that the object of the agreements with 
France and Russia is not to isolate Ger- 
many. Personally the chancellor of the 
exchequer is for peace. He would like 
to cut down army and navy expenses 80

Things are changing, surely enough, in 
American politics. The people of the east 
are recognizing the fact. The people of 
tha, west have been conscious of their in- 
creasing importance during recent cam- 
phigus. They welcome the coming shock 
of battle. The republicans of the west 
appreciate the position they must take 
during the next three months. They will 
not fail in their duty on the day of decl- 
sion. Their co-workers in the east will not 
have cause to regret the shifting of the 
gtorm center. 


THE COMMITTEE OF THIRTY. 

“Come, now, therefore, and let us take 
counsel together.” That men represent- 
ing shippers and carriers should take 
counsel together when it is k question of 
increasing freight rates is a pleasing in- 
novation.’ It is to be trusted that it 
marks the beginning of a new era. In 
the past railroad men never have dis- 
cussed rates with éhippers.. When they 


telt like raising them they did so with- 


out first asking shippers what they 
thought about t. If they did not like 
the rates they could go before the inter- 
state commission after they had become 
operative and complain of them. 

Now various bodies of manufacturers 
and shippers which are against an in- 
crease of rates have selected fifteen busi- 
ness men to represent them. The east- 
ern trunk line roads are to select the same 
number of business men. They will con- 
stitute a committee or court of arbitra- 
tion. It will listen to the arguments for 
an advance in rates that will be urged by 
the roads and to the counter arguments 
of the shippers. As no new schedules 
are to be. filed before Nov, 1, there will 
be abundant time for a thorough inquiry 
and a rational conclusion. 

Presumably the. representatives of each 
side will have definite opinions as to the 
merits of the question. They ld not, 
however, have fixed ideas and end by 
disagreeing. There should be a spirit 
of reasonableness, a readiness to take 
a broad, intelligent View of the whole 
subject, and a desire to ascertain what 
is best for the interests of all—of pro- 
ducers, consumers, and carriers. A sub- 
stantially unanimous report would be a 
convincing document for the public. 

Questions of this kind which affect the 
vital interests of the public should be 
settled through a full exchange of views 
and an enlightening discussion before a 
business jury. If settled thus there 
would be no appeals of shippers to the 
interstate commerce commission and no 
angry charges of railroad injustice and 
rapacity. If settled thus the producers 
and consumers, who share the burden of 
freight rates, would acquiesce in in- 
creases, if any were recommended, and 
not take it for granted that they were 
being trampled on by the railroads. 

May the committee of thirty be a suc- 
cess. If it ehall be, the beneficent prin- 
ciple of arbitration will have won another 
and a signal victory.

Among the many interesting features of 
Shelton abbey are the antique chairs rescued 
from those ships of the Spanish armada 
which after tts lamentable rout and flight 
were wrecked on the coast of Ireland. They 
retain their original covers of old stgmped 
leather, which in spite of their age still re- 
main beautifully fresh. Shelton abbey has 
barbored many famous guests, notably 
James II,, who found a refuge there for a 
right or two after hia_defeat at the battle 
of the Boyne, 

Within living memory the Wicklow ear} 
dom has been the subject of one of the most 
remarkable causes célébres of times. 
In March, 1869, the fourth earl died without 
male issue, and on his demise Charles Fran- 
c's Howard, son of his younget brother by 
the latter’s second marrtage, was recognized 
officially ae the fifth earl, but soon found his 
title to the honors and estates contested by a 
claimant who furnished a certain amount of 
testimony. to prove he was a son of the new 
earl's elder half brother. William George 
Howard, a disstpated and disreputable in- 
Oividual, always in straitenéé circumatances, 
who had died in 1864, leaving as widow a 
woman of the maiden name of Richardson, 
and of exceedingly questionable antecedents. 
His marriage to her was always understood 
to have been childless until her alleged son 
appeared upon the scene as a claimant to 
the Wicklow earldom and estates. 

After “ and costly proceedings the house 
of lords ‘eventually decided against the 
claimant testimony being furnished of the 
fact that he had been born in the workhouse 
at Liverpool as an illegitimate child and had 
deer purchased there from his real mother 
by Mrs. Willlam George Howard, née Rich- 
ardson. The evidence went to show that 
Mrs. Howard had never in her lite given 
birth to a child. With the view of confirm- 
ing or disproving this she was asked to satis- 
fv the physicians appointed for the purpose 
by the house of lords as to whether or not she 
had been a mother, but «he declined and was 
committed to prison for contempt. There she 
remained for a considerable time, the case 
meanwhile going against her pseudo son. 
Ultimately she was set at liberty, and to this 
day it remains a mystery why she and her 
confederates should have escaped subsequent 
punishment for the conspiracy and flagrant 
perjury of which they had, undoubtedly been 
guilty in connection with the affair.

Prince Louls Altieri, who hae just arrived 
in New York on mattimonial thoughts in- 
tent, to press his suit for the hand of a 
maiden with whom he fell tn love at Rome, 
is the last of his house, and cannot be con- 
sidered in the light of a fortune hunter, as 
he owne one of the most historic palaces in 
the Fternal City, that known by the name 
of his family, on the Piaza del Gesu, and 
moreover possesses extensive estates in the 
neightorhood of Lucea. 

Throveh his mother, who was a Princess 
rach, Prince Louis Is related to the prince 
of Monaco, and. morganatically, to the reign- 
ing house of Wtirtemberg, and ts Hkewise 
connected with the sovereign family of Ba- 
varia. For his grandmother was Princess 
Florestine of Mcnaco, sister of the late prince 
of Monaco, and her husbend, the first duke 
of Urach, was himself the offspring of Prince 
Winlam of Wtrtemberg by his morganatic 
marriage with Wilhelmine, Baroness Tun- 
derfeldt: while young Prince Altierl's moth- 
er’s brother. the present duke of Urach, has 
married Prince Amelia of Bavaria. 

The Altieris are one of the historic houses 
of the old Roman patriclate and furnished 
several pontiffs to the papacy. In the sev- 
enteenth century Pope Clement X., a scion 
of the Altlert family, found himself the last 
of his line, and, with the object of preventing 
ite extinction and the disappearance of his 
name, he authorized Alberto Alberton!, a 
Roman noble who had married his favorite 
niece, Dona Wmilia Altieri, to adopt the 
patronymic of Altierl, bestowing upon him 
tne title of Prince Altiert, prince of Oriolo, of 
Viano. and of duke of Monterano. He like- 
wise bestowed upon. his nephew-in-law and 
his niece the Altiert palace at Rome. 

For several génerations the heads of the 
house of Altier{ enjoyed a sort of hereditary 
right to the command df the Noble guard, 
which was held by the father, the grandfa- 
ther, and the great-grandfather of the pres 
eht prince. But the pope has not seen fit to 
adhere to the usa and the actual com- 
mander of the Noble guard is Prince Camilo 
Rospigliosi, father of that young Prince 
Rospigiiosi who married Miss Ethel Bron- 
son of New York four years ago.

Frince Louis Altieri, who is about 30 years 
of age and fair, has four sisters, one of whom 
is married to the duke of Campobello, and an 
aunt, the widow of Prince Lorenzo Altieri, 
who is a remarkable woman and wealthy.

After the fall of the 
empire they took up their residence together 
at Lucca, the count introducing the princess 
everywhere as his adopted daughter. Event- 
ually he married her off to Prince Lorenzo 
Altieri, who came and took up his residence 
under the count’s roof. 

On the death of old Niewerkerke, who was 
e natural son of King William II. of Holland, 
it was found that he had bequeathed to Olga

In two instances the hot spell accounted for 
charges of intoxication, while in a third the 
remembrance of the witnesses was affected 
by the torrid wave to a noticeable degree.

testified to the enlivening effects of the hot 
weather. The heat or something else also 
geemed to have affected the witnesses. 

The testimony against Harrington showed 
that, on the hottest day in seven years, he 
became invigorated with the humidity to 
guch an extent as to be irresponsible.
